HE ifland of Guadaloupe 
s is not the only one of 
the American Antiles that haa 
volcanoes and mines of brimftene 3 
few are without them. They 
areto be found in Martinico, 
Dominica, St. Chriflowher’s. Sr. 
Lucia ; and afl thefe ifands pro- 


duce felphur, pumiceftones, and 
other fubftamces ufually found in 
volcanoes, 

The mountain, upon which f 
made my obfervations, is called 
La Souffriere, or Brimftone hill, 
betaufe it contains ores “of
